in the c o u r t room expected that W a lk e r 
would b e s e n t to state prison, u n til

gives th e co u rt the power to

CHRISTMAS.

But in no portion of the world is it 
more observed as such thau in the United States. In no 
state of the Union is it more fittingly celebrated than in 
California. The spirit of Christmas no doubt pervades other 
countries to an equal degree as here, for the desire and the 
pleasure found in making others happy is world-wide. It is 
part and parcel of our common humanity, and no country or 
can claim an advantage therein. But the difference arises in 
the ability of the people to gratify the spirit of Christmas 
in their benefactions. It is here that the American people 
have an immense advantage. 
Nowhere else is there such 
general prosperty. Nowhere else are citizens so well-to-do 
financially as in our own favored land. There are exceptions 
of course. We have the needy and the destitute here as else­ 
where, but they form a comparatively small portion of the 
coinmnnity. Full and plenty is the rule, and this condition 
of affairs is naturally reflected at Christmas tide by a universal 
joyousness that cannot be matched in any other country. 
The Ledger sends greeting to all its readers, wishing them 
a merry Christmas and a happy new year. 


THE PENSION CRAZE. 


The proposition is advocated in all seriousness to establish 
a system of old age pensions in this country. The idea will 
find favor with the socialist element, the indolent and im­ 
provident classes, but we do not believe it will command the 
indorsement of the intelligent and industrious masses. We 
fail to see any solid basis for such a suggestion. If es­ 
tablished, the system would probably do more harm than 
good. It smacks of extreme paternalism, toward which this 
government has been drifting in a marked degree of late 
years. It is a reversal of the settled doctriue that it is the 
duty of the people to support the government, and the sub­ 
stitution in its place that the government should support the 
people. The Uuited States has been and is the most lavish 
and liberal in the world in the matter of pensions. The 
system has grown to its present colossal proportions since 
the civil war, or within the last half century, Nearly forty 
five years have elapsed since the surrender of Appomatox, 
but to-day the pension roll on accouut of that war constitutes 
one of the most formidable items in the cost of government. 
No one begrudges a liberal policy in dealing with those who 
risked their lives in defense of national unity, or with the 
relatives of those who perished in that conflict. It would be 
a stain upon the nation to pursue a niggardly course toward 
the saviors of the country. But why the pension business 
should be swerved from this sacred and legitimate field, and 
take under its protecting wing anybody and everybody who 
has reached a fixed milepost in life’s journey we certainly 
fail to see. Such a law would be a standing premium for im­ 
providence. It would tend to undermine that most vital 
principle of good citizenship—that makes it the duty of every 
citizen to provide for old age during the years of physical 
and mental energy. We believe the true policy of govern­ 
ment is to encourge the spirit of independence and self-re­ 
liance. We do not believe the proposed enlargement of the 
pension business would have the effect of reducing the 
population of the army of iudigeuts now supported at public 
expense in sratc and couuty infirmaries. They would be 
more apt to fl mrish and increase in number under this en­ 
larged pension fad. 


Dr Cook’s story of the north pole has been discounted by 
the geographical society of Copenhagen, to which organiza­ 
tion the explorer submitted his proofs. These proofs have 
been adjudged inadequate to support his claim after a 
thorough scientific examination. There was an incredulity 
in the public miud from the first about the truth of his 
alleged achievement. The tale he told did not sound rea­ 
sonable. The discredited claimant has gone into hiding, 
as though he anticipated an adverse verdict.

Body’s Use Of Fat. 


All physiologists are agreed that a 
certain quantity of fat is a daily neces­ 
sity for the healthy up-keep of the hody. 
Not only is fat itself an energy-pro­ 
ducing food that is, through its com ­ 
bustion acting as fuel to the living en 
gini—but it appears to plav a very de­ 
finite part in assisting the assimilation 
of other articles of diet. 
Fat is also 
required as a heading to certain organs, 
whereof the eye and the kidney are ex ­ 
amples, so that is an item of the daily 
menu, the absence of which, or the 
supply of a too limited quantiy 
of 
which, implies a serious disturbance of 
the bodily functions. 
Fat formation in the body, however, 
is not to be regarded as a mere accre­ 
tion or addition of the fat we consume 
to the tissues of the frame. 
On the 
contrary, fat, 
like every other food, 
has to undergo digestion and to he as­ 
similated and so applied to the body’s 
wants. A great physiologist remarks 
that nothing is more certain than that 
fat can be formed in the body from that 
which is not fat. 
He is thinking here 
of starch and sugar, which closely re­ 
semble fat in their chemical composi­ 
tion, and of 
the work for the 
liver 
chielfy, which in part can convert these 
foods into fat. 
This action is seen in a very typical 
fashion in the case of the Strasburg 
geese, whose livers form the chief 
clement of in “ pate de foie gras” —that 
is, when we are supplied with the 
genuine article. 
The birds arc overfed 
on maize, which 
is practically 
all 
starch, and owing to the want of exer­ 
cise—for they are cooped up in small 
pens—the liver becomes a mass of fat 
formed from 
the starch of the 
food. 
The dainty just named has, therefore, 
for its basis a bird’s liver in a state of 
fatty degeneration. 
A cow’s milk con­ 
tains a fair proportion of fat, which can 
only be formed from the starch con­ 
tained in the grass she eats; and bees, 
again, make wax from honey. Fattening 
pigs and oxen represents a similar pro­ 
cess of getting fat out of starchy and 
sugar foods, and the human being, who. 
with Hamlet, 
complains of his “ too, 
too solid flesh,” is similarly ordered by 
the doctor to limit his starch and to 
dock himself of sugar if he would return 
to the proportions of a slimmer Adonis. 
The fat we need is obtained in part 
from various sources. We find fat in 
milk, eggs, butter, cheese and meat 
foods, pork especially giving us more 
than a fair measure of this item. 
Cer­ 
tain fishes—eels, herring and salmon— 
are rich in fat, exhibiting exceptions of 
the rule that white fish needs a butter 
sauce to increase its nutritive worth, 
iust as butter added to bread gives to 
the staff of life a higher food value. 
Now fat is by no means a cheap food. 
When a community is starving, foods 
are lefl off in the order of their cost. 
Meats go first, then fats, and finally 
people are left witli starchy foods as 
the last and remaining item. Bread and 
Ihen potatoes constitute in this way the 
famine foods. — London Chronicle.

The Squirrel 
A nr! The Plaque. 


------- 
One hot day in the summer of 1003, a 
German blacksm ith in the country town 
nt Pacheco, 
C al., 
wanted a mess of 
ground squirrels 
for his dinner. 
He 
banged his forge, 
hung up his leather 
apron, took the old shotgun from its peg 
on the wall and had an excellent after­ 
noon’s sport in a nearby field. 
That 
evening he feasted 
on 
fat, 
tender, 
broiled squirrels. 
Three days later he 
was taken violently ill—so ill. in fact, 
that the physician who was called sent 
him to the G erm an 
hospital in 
San 
Francicso. 
T he doctor, a man of 
keen 
intelligence and acute observation, r e ­ 
alized that he w as dealing with a d is ­ 
ease which h e had never met before 
and the exact identity of which he was 
unable to determ ine. 
At this tim e bubonic plague existed in 
Chinatown, San Francisco, and the tpsk 
of eradicating it had been assigned to a 
young officer of the public health and 
Marine hospital service, who was after­ 
ward to take forem ost rank among the 
world’s au thorities on that disease. 
H is 
ability was already recognized by the 
medical profession, and he was called 
to diagnose the strange disease which 
had attacked 
the country blacksmith. 
He saw at once that the patient was 
suffering 
from 
bubonic 
plague—the 
black death—an d was able to prove th is 
bacteriologically after the death of the 
man. 
Past assistant surgeon 
Geo. 
W. 
McCoy of the federal laboratory in 
San 
Francisco, 
w hose bacteriological work 
on the ground squirrel marks an advance 
in plague investigation, finds that many 
of the ground sq u irrels sent in for e x ­ 
amination have the disease 
in 
light 
form or are recovering from a severe 
attack. 
Usually when the germs .from 
such a case are 
injected into rats or 
guinea pigs they die quite as rapidly as 
if they had been given a dose of -the 
most virulent plague 
bacteria 
known. 
In other words, 
although the disease 
does not seem to kill off all of the 
squirrels after it 
has traveled through 
several generations, it regains its 
v iru ­ 


lence 
when 
injected 
into 
another 
species. 
The squirrel, 
then, 
is 
the 
animal in which the disease is kept 
alive, a sort of natural living incubator, 
as it were, and when 
plague leaves the 
snuirrel for another species, widespread 
death and suffering follows in its train. 
Dr. 
Blue’s officers 
and 
men 
have 
scoured the city of San Francisco and 
ridden it of plaque. 
The present move­ 
ment looks to the eradication of this 
outside focus, the exterm ination of the 
disease from C alifornia.—From 
Har­ 
p er’s Weekly.

The Migratory Sense. 


The migration of birds, unlike the 
migration of human beings, 
is a very 
mysterious thing. 
Flying, 
as most of 
the song-birds do,’ by night, coming and 
going in great flocks, and changing their 
locality for no one reason, but for many, 
the problem of these “ tidal waves" in 
bird life is wholly 
fascinating. 
Mr D. 
Lange, in the Atlantic Monthly, in dis­ 


cussing some phases of it, speaks as fot - 
low í concerning the 
bird s' sense of 
direction : 
% 
How do birds find their way? 
There 
is no doubt that they are often guided 
by sight along coasts, lakes, rivers and 
valleys, which are plainly visible for a 
great distance from the height at 
which 
birds travel. 
In other cases, old birds 
which have 
been over the route lead the way, and 
the young birds follow th eir rails and 
th eir leadership. 
W hat wonderful stories these winged 
travellers could tell if they could talk to 
u s ! 
What 
fascinating 
teachers 
of 
geography they would make for our chil­ 
dren ! 
It has, 
however, 
heen shown 
lately beyond all reasonable 
doubt that 
in addition to keen sight, acu te hearing, 
individual experience and race instinct, 
birds possess what must seem to us a 
kind of sixth sense, the sense of orienta­ 
tion. 
T he 
Harriman 
Alaska 
Expedition 
found flocks of murres, w hich 
are sea­

a lonely rock island thirty m iles away, 
through a fog so thick that everything a 
hundred yards off was absolutely h id­ 
den from view. 
What 
h u m an 
brain 
could guide a ship thirty m iles through 
a dense fog without a com pass? 
Still more conclusive demonstration 
of th is sense of direction 
in birds has 
recently been furnished by 
Prof. 
John 
B. 
Watson. 
He caught 
and 
marked 
fifteen sooty terns and noddies on the 
Dry Tortugas, in the G ulf of Mexico, 
and took them out to sea. 
Some of the 
birds were carried as far as Cape Hat- 
teras, 
eight hundred and 
fitfy 
miles 
north of the Tortugas, before they were 
set free 
T h e sooty terns and the noddies are 
southern 
birds, which 
seldom range 
farther north than the southern coast of 
Florida, and it is not likely that any of 
those experimented on had ever been 
farther north ; but none the less, thirteen 
out of fifteen found their way back to 
the Tortugas Islands. 
C h ildren

prietors prefer to take a risk. But as 
it 
is, $000,(XX) are paid 
in fire insurance 
prem ium s annually, 
In 
addition, 
all 
the larger concerns have their own 
fire 
apparatus, and must pay engineers the 
year round to keep the pressure up. 
But the largest fixed charge is against 
depreciation. 
Of the money invested 
the 
build ing s 
represent 175,000,000, 
and these depreciate at the rate of 15 
per cent, per year. 
Next to th is item 
of $12,500,000 a year comes the arm y of 
25,(XX) people who are employed at the 
resort for 150 days a vear. 
To these 
goes 
a 
total 
of 
810,500,00t\ 
The 
illum inations for the season cost $450,­ 
000. 
Merely to open the shows 
in the 
spring costs $250,000, 
most of which 
goes for paint. 
Closing is not counted 
as an expense, but the repairs and 
al­ 
terations w hich follow amount to $ 10,000 
a week all winter. 
There are numerous 
expensive failures on the island, 
but 
most 
of 
the 
shows pay dividends, 
which becom es possible because it 
is 
visited by millions every season. 
As 
many as 150,000 persons may occasion­ 
ally be seen in bathing at one tim e, and 
bathing is but a small part of the enter­ 
tainment Coney provides.
